HAHRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 


Researchers, 
baffled 
by a 


deadly riddle they say may 
never be answered, have shifted 
their attention to toxins — 
poisons — in the search to iden- 
tify the "legionnaires disease" 
which has caused the deaths of 
25 persons. 


"What we know is really what 


we don't know," Dr. David 
Sencer, director of the federal 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, said Friday. "It's pos- 
sible we'll never know." 


Scientists on Friday turned 


their attention to thousands of 
toxic chemicals as a possible 
cause of the disease. They have 
not completely ruled out virus 
as a possible cause, but Sencer 
said, "We have found no viral 
isolation." 


Sencer said detection tests for 


toxins are more complicated 


than those which eliminated 
influenza as a possible cause, 
and a CDC spokesman said 
there were "thousands" of 
toxins that must be tested. 


Sencer said he did not know 


when results of the tests might 
show absolutely whether a toxic 
agent caused the illness, and if 
one did, which one.

If a toxin was the cause, it 


may have come from food, 
water or from air breathed by 
the victims, Sencer said.

determinator that was an instant hit 
among American foundries. 
Atty. Schultz provided the legal, 
business 
and 
administrative 
brilliance for putting the combine 
together and making it go. The trio 
started operations in a barn, moved 
into a Benton Harbor building that 
had once been a cigar factory, then 
built in St. Joseph where the firms’ 
main plant and headquarters are now 
located.

WASHINGTON - Advocates 
of an all-powerful consumer 
protection 
agency

authority to move into any area

For one, a recent official 
study charges the commission 
with regularly failing to notify 
manufacturers and importers of 
new safety regulations they are 
supposed to follow. Yet it holds 
them strictly accountable for 
the rules they haven’t even 
heard of and find it next to im­ 
possible to secure information 
about. Worse yet, when they do 
learn the rules, manufacturers 
frequently find them ambiguous 
to the point of absurdity making 
no sense. 
Further, the commission’s 
men quite frequently seem 
more interested in prosecuting 
cases and building up a record 
of convictions at court than in 
securing

products. 
On the one hand, the courts 
have thrown out numerous 
cases when it became clear that 
the manufacturers concerned 
had promptly corrected the 
problems complained of once 
they learned what the regula­ 
tions were and what they’d been 
doing wrong. 
On the other hand, the com- 
mis.sion’s personnel show little 
interest in follow-through. They 
have made few attempts to help 
manufacturers in complying, 
either by suggesting practical

Carrying

powers to excess, an exercise in 
absurdity, the conunission has 
insisted on carrying cases to 
court so trivial they’ve been 
dropped on order of the presid­ 
ing judge.

NEW YORK (AP) - An 
American 
churchman 
back 
from a fact-finding trip to An­ 
gola says its churches are far­ 
ing well in areas firmly con­ 
trolled by the new government, 
but are in distress in the most 
populous, productive region of 
central Angola where the civil 
war continues. 


“I was not prepared for the 
level of military activity still 
going on there,” says the Rev. 
Lawrence W. Henderson, ad­ 
ding that it has not generally 
been reported because of limi­ 
tations on news reporters. 
"There's a lot of fighting and it 


has increased considerably in 
recent weeks.” 


He says that in that central 
region, agriculturally the most 
productive "breadbasket” of 
the country, force« of the Na­ 
tional Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola — 
UNIT A — led by Jonas Savinbi, 
still are in open struggle with 
those of the Movement for the 
Popular Liberation of Angola — 
MPLA — headed by Agostinho 
Neto, which claimed victory last 
February. 


It has set up the new govern­ 
ment at the capital at Luanda, 
and in that area, there is a 
general mood of church con­ 
fidence and vitality, and of 


cooperation with the govern­ 
ment, says the Rev. Mr. Hen­ 
derson, an official of the United 
Church of Christ Board of World 
Ministries. 


“Up to this point, the govern­ 
ment has consistently followed 
through on its promises of 
religious freedom,” he said in 
an interview. "The government 
is absolutely committed to a 
Socialist society, but I found no 
reason to believe its leaders in­ 
tend to carry out any war 
against religion.” 


He said the government’s 
political position of “scientific 
socialism" holds that religion is 
“just an appendix, a leftover 
from feudalism and capitalism”

Roman 
Catholics are spread through 
the country. 


Over-all, the six million An­ 
golans are about 40 per cent 
Catholic, 15 per cent Protestant 
and 45 per cent traditional 
African religion. 


The Rev. Mr. Henderson, 55, a 
missionary in Angola for 22 
years, said the end of Por­ 
tuguese rule there meant that 
the Catholic Church “ lost its 
privileged position as the of­ 
ficial church and is now thrown 
on its own the way Protestants 
are,” but is adjusting to the new 
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situation. 


“ It has meant a good deal

He said the schools once run 
and supported by the churches 
still are staffed by church per­ 
sonnel, but must have govern­ 
ment approval, and the govern­ 
ment pays their salaries instead 
of the church.

himself, the state Court of Appeals has ruled. The court over-

" the suit, filed by Charles DeGrove against Mark Sanborn, the 


driver. The appeals court rejected arguments that DeGrove could 
not sue because he owned the car and was in fact negligent him- 
self.

Thaddeus Stopczynski, D-Detroit, 
announced that he will introduce legislation requiring the courts to 
try as adults youths charged with murder, armed robbery, rape or 
assault with a weapon. Under the proposals, minors over 15 also 
would be tried as adults on second offenses of non-violent felonies.

Catholic priest at an antiwar demonstration three years ago. The 
first conviction, before Recorder's Court Judge Justin Ravilz, was 
overturned by the state Court of Appeals, which said Ravitz ad- 
mitted a dislike for the defendant and should have disqualified 
himself. The second trial was held before visiting Judge John 
Kadels, who set Sept. 1 for sentencing. The maximum penalty 
would be 90 days in the Detroit House of Correction. Lobsinger was 
a leader in the 1960s in forming a group called Breakthrough, 
whose expressed purpose was to unveil the so-called Communist 
conspiracy. Over the years, Lobsinger's group staged counter- 
demonstrations at what it considered to be Communist-inspired 
meetings. The tussle wilh Rev. Thomas Hinsberg occurred on the 
front steps of Blessed Sacrament Cathedral in Detroit. It erupted 
when the priest read aloud a telegram to then-President Richard 
NTixon condemning the Vietnam war.

Home Operators Fight Back 


SOUTHFIELD. Mich. (AP) — The director of a group of seven 


Detroit-area convalescent homes has challenged findings by a 
state Senate committee that laws governing nursing homes are 
inadequately enforced and are lilted in favor of home operators. 
The charges were made June 25 by Sen. John R. Otterbachcr, 
D-Grand Rapids. He said current law "protects the property 
rights of nursing home owners to a greater extent than it protects 
the rights of elderly patients who are forced to reside in substan- 
dard nursing homes." Marvin Diamond, spokesman for a seven- 
member group called Health Saving Services, said the OUer- 
bacher report applies only to six of the state's 465 nursing homes. 
He said the six do not participate in federal programs. Diamond 
said Otterbacher's claim that the nursing homes collected 88 
million in over-payments in convalescent units is not true. lie said 
this is because of the bookkeeping system under which patients 
are charged a set fee with the amount being adjusted at year-end.

SOUTHFIELD, Mich (AP) — The director of a group of seven 
Detroit-area convalescent homes has challenged findings by a 
state Senate committee that laws governing nursing homes are 
inadequately enforced and are tilt«*d in favor of home operators. 
The charge were made .June 25 by Sen John R. Otterbacher. 
D-Grand Rapids He said current law “ protects the property 
rights of nursing home owners to a greater extent than it protects 
the rmhts of elderly patients who are forced to reside in substan­ 
dard nursing homes." Marvin Diamond, spokesman for a seven- 
member group called Health Saving Services, said the Otter­ 
bacher report applies only to six of the stale's 465 nursing homes. 
He said the six do not participate in federal programs. Diamond 
said Otterbacher s claim tnat the nursing homes collected $8 
million in over-payments in convalescent units is not true. He said 
this is because of the bookkeeping system under which patients 
are charged a set fee with the amount being adjusted at year-end. 
Diamond also challenged Otterbacher to prove the claim that 
nursing homes are making a 40 j>er cent profit. 


A •Disarming* Situation 


DETROIT (AP) — State officials charged with enforcing 
trucking regulations are avoiding Detroit because they can no 
longer carry guns. Peter Loucks, district supervisor for the 
transportation enforcement division of the Public Service Com­ 
mission, charges that many violations are going unchecked 
because his motor carrier officers have stopped most work in 
Detroit. Commerce Department Director Richard Helmbrecht 
stripped the officers of their sidearms last January on the ground 
that they had not received proper training. Loucks said the 
unarmed officers are wary of getting into bad situations if they 
stop a truck that is stolen or carrying stolen goods. He said they 
don’t want to go into what they consider dangerous parts of De­ 
troit, and he isn't ordering them to do so

figure at the Point O'Woods Golf 
ft Country Club. 


Ine Ben Crenshaws and Cur- 


tis Stranges come and go, but 
the Indianapolis commercial 
artist is back on duty every 
year. In fact, he has been 
operating the Scoreboard every 
year since the prestigeous event 
first came to the Point in 1963. 
' But it's not only Baker's 
Wizardry with the scoring 
markers which makes the 60- 
jrar-old such an interesting and 
intregal part of the Western 
Amateur scene every summer. 
. Days are long at the Point, 
and time could drag around the 
Scoreboard area, but it seldom 
does. Baker keeps the scene 
lively with his story-telling and 
friendly verbal sparring with 
sportswriters and friends he has 
developed over the years. If a 
Scoreboard change is necessary, 
Baker's friends try to "get him 
going" by blaming the error on 
Dim. Even though they all know 
it's not his fault. 
; "He's a perfectionist....he 
dm it over and over and over," 
says Louise Dillingham of St. 
Joseph, vice chairman of the 


Point's Western Amateur com- 
mittee 
this 
year, 
but 
a 


Scoreboard worker with Baker 
every other year. 


The 
neatness 
of 
the 


Scoreboard could be expected, 
because Baker is a graduate of 
two art academies and has been 
in the field all Us life, but other 
little things make Baker's work 
unique. 


He has a golf background — 


he was a low handicap swinger 
and played in three national 
Public Links tournaments —- 
and this enables him to set up 
the Scoreboard properly (know- 
ing what the low scores will 
probably be and leaving just 
enough space for names in each 
scoring bracket). 


"You've got to know golf on 


this job," declares Baker. 
"You've got to know 
the 


severity of the golf course and 
how to set up the Scoreboard." 
(He calls the Point one of the 15 
best courses that,he has ever 
seen.) 


Another trademark of Baker 


is the sayings he puts up each 
day. This week's have included 
— "All the flowers of all the 
tomorrows are in the seeds of 
today," and "If you think you 
can't, it's certain you won't." 


Most of the messages are for 


the benefit of the young golfers, 


but he also has been known to be 
humorous, with such phrases as 
— "1 wonder why Noah didn't 
swat those two flies when he had 
a chance." 


But Sundays always have a 


bible passage. "Because it is 
Sunday, the Lord's day, I let 
them know it is Sunday," notes 


Baker gets his messages from 


his daughter, Karen, who keeps 
a look out for the sayings while 
reading. 


Baker says a lot of famous 


golfers, including Gary Player, 
have taken the passages down 
after tournaments and now have 
them In their homes. 


• Baker now scores about 20 
tournaments a year, including 
several major pro tour events, 
but he got his .start in small 
tourneys back in Indiana. 


Baker knew current Point pro 


Sam Drake back in Indiana (he 
was once the pro at Richmond), 
and Drake asked him to score 
the first Western Amateur here. 
That led to the Buick Open at 
Grand Blanc, Mich., and Baker 
was in the big time to stay. 


Friends accuse him of win- 


ning the "talking tournament," 
but Baker's magic with his 
markers can't be denied. He has 
such an excellent touch, that 
just for fun, he sometimes 
forges the signatures of friends. 
And they will tell you that they 
can't tell his from their own.

After setting a meet record of 
18-Vij, Roberts tried three tim es 
to break his own m ark of 18-8^, 
set at the Olympic trials in 
Eugene, Ore. 


With darkness approaching 
on a m isty, muggy day, and 
some of the 10,000 fans lining 
the runway, Roberts alm ost 
cleared the bar on his final a t­ 
tempt. 


Steve Riddick, who failed to 
reach the finals of the 100 
meters in Montreal, upset Rus­ 
sian V alary Eorzov in 10.15 
seconds and also anchored the 
400-meter relay team to a meet 
record clocking of 38 .56.

Rute al iwwn? A slim little volume set us to chuckling 
recently—and then to thinking. Called "The Trenton 
Pickle Ordinance And Other Bonehead Legislation." the 
book was written and copyrighted this year by Dick 
Hyman, and published by The Stephen Greene Press of 
Brattleboro, Vermont. Here are some of the cockeyed 
laws it chronicles: in Lawrence, Kansas, a regulation 
against carrying bees around in your hat on city streets: 
in Quitman, Georgia, a ban against chickens crossing 
the road (presumably, even to get to the other side); and 
in Fountain Inn, South Carolina, a regulation requiring 
horses to wear pants at all times. 


Laugh Ml H hurt*. Most likely, nobody takes such regulations very seriously, so 
they don't do much harm. But there are far too many government regulations that 
are harmful, wasteful, and costly. According to the Center for the Study of 
American Business at Washington University in St. Louis, "the taxpayers spend 
about S3 billion a year to support a federal regulatory work force of 74.000 
people." But that's only part of the cost. Rules often contradict each other, and 
our society is becoming vastly over-regulated, slowing down the economy, 
creating unemployment! and causing all of us endless frustration. No one knows 
how much the final tab is. 


Consider the regulation of Washington's Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administration (OSHA), which requires alarms to sound 
on vehicles being driven in reverse at construction sites. Sounds reasonable, as 
regulations often do. But OSHA also calls for some employees to wear earplugs 
as protection against noise. Sounds reasonable, too-unless you're wearing 
earplugs behind a vehicle that's backing up. 


They Ingot to recaH. Then there was the Wisconsin plastic toy maker, whose 
product was banned by the Pood and Drug Administration in 1972, because of a 
potential hazard to children. The hazard was corrected, but in 1973 "an editorial 
error" by the Consumer Product Safety Commission (taking over from FDA) put 
the company's name on a new ban list. The Commission refused to recall 250,000 
lists "just to take one or twotoys.ofl."

No one knows 
how much the final tab is.
